Bicycle helmets— 
child protection 

Guest editorial by Maury Hannigan, 
Commissioner of Calif. Highway Patrol 

Kids have plenty of time to ride their 
bikes, and parents have a responsibility to 
protect their children from danger. It 
comes with the territory. Society expects 
it. 

But sometimes recognizing the dan¬ 
ger, or rather not recognizing it, can put 
the life of your child in jeopardy. For 
example, although most of us grew up 
without safety belts or child safety seats, 
the idea of a child today riding unpro¬ 
tected by these devices seems unthinkable. 
Laws requiring their use have become 
widely accepted as logical and 
worthwhile. 

Jan. 1, 1994 marked the beginning of 
a logical extension for the protection of 
our children—California’s bicycle helmet 
law. It is now unlawful for anyone under 
18 to ride a bicycle on all streets, 
bikeways, public paths and trails without 
wearing a bicycle helmet. 

In 1992, 122 bicyclists were killed in 
California, 34 of them were under the age 
of 18. In addition, 15,750 were injured, 
with 7198 ages 17 and under. This is a 
significant number of victims for a pzis- 
time that many people consider quite safe. 

The fact is that riding a bicycle is 
risky. When you operate that bicycle on a 
public street, you are sharing the road 
with vehicles that are many times your 
size and moving at many times your 
speed. When a bicycle and a car, bus or 
truck collide, the bicycle rider always 
loses. 

Simply falling off a bicycle can inflict 
serious injury, especially when the rider’s 
head strikes the curb or pavement. Bicycle 
helmets are designed to absorb that shock 
and minimize the injury. 

The new law requires riders to wear 
helmets that have been certified to meet or 
exceed safety standards established by the 
American National Standards Institute 
(ANSI) or the Snell Foundation. It also 
makes it illegal to sell bicycle helmets that 
fail to meet or exceed these standards. 

During 1994, violators of the bicycle 
helmet requirement will receive verbal 
warnings only. Starting Jan. 1, 1995, they 
will be cited. The penalty for violations 
next year will be a maximum of $25.

One of the idiosyncracies, and there 
were many, was the fuel system of the Model 
T. There was what was known as gravity 
feed, which meant that the fuel supply had to 
be located higher than the engine. This was 
accomplished by putting the gas tank under 
the front seat. The contents of the tank had to 
be measured at frequent intervals by removing 
the cushion and sticking a small ruler into the 
tank. Not the most convenient operation. 

There was no gas gauge; this was the 
method used. Everything worked well unless 
a steep hill was encountered. Then sometimes 
it was necessary to turn the car around so the 
engine would be lower than the tank, and then 
drive backwards up the hill. This was fine and 
dandy if you enjoyed driving backwards up a 
hill and without rearview mirrors. You also 
prayed that the reverse transmission band 
would last. 

It doesn’t seem possible now, but once 
upon a time few cars were driven in the 
winter, especially in the rural areas. Roads 
were bad in summer and worse in winter, and 
there was no anti-freeze as we know now. 
Most owners simply drove their car into what 


drained the radiator, put the car up on jacks 
and waited for spring. Then began a saga 
unknown in modern times. Many owners 
spent Sunday mornings leisurely tinkering 
with the engine. With the help of a portable, 
smokey kerosene stove to take off some of the 
bite of the cold, they filed or replaced spark¬ 
plugs, cleaned the carburetor, and in the case 
of the Model T, the transmission bands need¬ 
ed attention or perhaps renewal. 

Neighbors strolled down the alleys, 
visited and offered gratuitous advice. All was 
done at a slow pace. There was no radio or 
television so visiting and idle talk was the 
order of the day, and the smoke of innumera¬ 
ble cigarettes, hand-rolled, joined the smokey 
fumes of the heater. To a certain degree, all 
drivers had to be mechanics, and they shared 
their knowledge. 

Perhaps no artifact changed America as 
did the Model T. It brought about mass trans¬ 
portation, and changes in transportation mean 
changes in culture, economics and social 
mores. The Model T was the butt of many 
crude jokes, but that didn’t prevent it from 
being one of the wonders of the new century, 
one destined to be filled with new inventions.

Fire Department 


A gratifying visit with a former (really 
former) student started our reminiscing about 
those days when we taught school in small 
Midwest communities. 

In those days, in the forties, kids were 
kids an d parents we re still parents. __ 

And teaching was generally a pleasant 
and rewarding occupation. (Everything, of 
course, is relative. My starting salary—the 
highest of any in a graduating class of 111— 
was $105 per month for nine months. My 
"soon-to-be wife" started at $58.50 per month 
for ten months, teaching grades one, two and 
three.) 

Three years later, I became principal 
and basketball coach, and experienced my 
most interesting discipline problem. But it 
wasn’t really a school problem. 

When 1 arrived at school around 7:30 
a.m., a handsome John Wayne look-alike 
introduced himself as a detective for the 
railroad. A pleasant fellow, he explained that 
two of our sophomore lads had been "Tom 
Sawyering" on the rail right-of-way the previ¬ 
ous day when they should have been in 
school. He postulated that they had found a 
dead skunk, malodorous enough when alive. 


But several warm spring days since his demise 
had not improved his flavor. This detective 
had proof that they had affixed a piece of 
baling wire to the corpse, then assumed that 
this offered a mea^ of propulsion to heave 
the beast at a slow passenger train. 

^ The det^tive laughingly stated that 
apparently the only train window that ever 
opened, was open. An elderly lady, inhaling 
some fresh spring air, suddenly had a dead 
skunk in her lap. 

Remember, this was a time before folks 
started getting huge settlements for stubbing 
their toes on a rug. She did not blame the 
railroad. 

"Now," he said, "I don’t intend to press 
charge—just to scare h— out of them, with 
your permission." 

He was successful, with the help of 
cooperative parents. The youngsters, never in 
trouble previously, were downright angelic the 
rest of the term. 

To the best of my knowledge, no one 
except the aforementioned ever heard of the 
problem-to this day. Except for noticing the 
truancy, school records are silent.

Sierra Madre’s winery 
enjoyed excellent reputation 


The wine made at 
John Jacob Hart’s win¬ 
ery was said to have 
been "of the finest 
quality." 

Hart had studied the 
Europe^ method and 
modeled production of 
his wine after the study. 

Gr<q)es were crushed 
and the stems discarded, 
allowing the juice to run 
into fermenting vats. 

Because the process 
was entirely hand-done, 
green and uniform 
grapes were picked out 
and the washers maneu¬ 
vered so as not to crush 
the seeds. All of this 
made the wine smooth 
and liquid without any 
of the harsh taste found 


in many wines made by 
machinery. 

Grapes grown in this 
vicinity ran high in the 
percentage of grape 
sugar, some as high as 
20 percent. 

Hart took great pride 
in the quality and purity 
of his wines. 

The pioneers of the 
community were also 
proud of the prestige the 
wine-making brought to 
the community. 

Dr. Nonnan Bridge 
personally wrote Hart a 
letter complimenting 


him on his wine-using 
the words "excellent" 
and "pure product." 

Years later, there was 
a movement among 
Sierra Madre newcom¬ 
ers to close the winery. 
However, the over¬ 
whelming voice of the 
community thwarted the 
quest of the newcomers 
and the winery thrived 
foi several more years. 

That winery was 
located in Memorial 
Park in the beginning of 
this century.

Prof. Hart divided the 
acreage by putting 
through Hermosa Ave- ! 
nue and sold 20 acres 
east of that new street, 
retaining 20 acres west 
which extended from 
Hermosa to Lima Street 
and south to Orange 
Grove. 

Hart developed the 
upper portion, where 
Memorial Park stands 
today, into a home site, 
enlarging the adobe 
house that already stood 
(and added an upper 
__ story), building barns 
and planting citrus and 
other fruit trees, some 
that stand today. 

The southern portion 
was covered with oak 
and chaparral. 

The whole area was 
called the "Variety 
Ranch." 

‘One summer, grass¬ 
hoppers destroyed all 
the crops but the 
■^papes. Making the best 
of the situation. Hart 
studied viticulture and 
developed a wine called 
"Monte Vina" which he 
was able to sell to other 
parts of the country.

His wife died in 
1894, and his second 
wife. Else Blumer, 
subdivided below Mari¬ 
posa and sold the upper 
portion for the park. 
The winery, built of 
adobe and where the 
wine was stored, be¬ 
came the Park House. 

In 1922, with a suc¬ 
cessful bond issue of 
$30,000, the city bought 
the Memorial Park area. 
Of that sum. $18,000 
was for the park proper¬ 
ty and $12,000 was for 
improvement to the 
park. On January 12, 
1923, the Park House 
was dedicated. 

Hart died on May 5. 
1932 at the age of 90.

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Joint downtown parking survey 
completed by one-third of merchants

With ‘Sights of the Season,’ the 
Chamber gets ready for the holidays 


A response rate of 30 
percent of the merchants 
in downtown Sierra 
Madre responded to the 
parking survey conduct¬ 
ed by the City Council 
and the Chamber of 
Commerce, and deliv¬ 
ered by Lisa Volpe. 
traffic parking officer. 

Suggestions that were 
made by 19 percent of 
thd respondents con¬ 
cerning their support of 
one-hour parking on 
Sierra Madre Blvd. 
included asking for 
more signs for qff-street 
parking, encouraging 
employees of shops to 
use rear lot parking 
spaces, maintaining 
current enforcement 
level, emptying trash 


cans, removing all 
parking restrictions, 
changing angle of bou¬ 
levard parking, doubling 
fines for business people 
who are cited, permit¬ 
ting parking in rear lots 
and restriping Kersting 
Court. 

According to Judy 
Webb-Martin. who is a 
member of the Econom¬ 
ic Development Coun¬ 
cil. 11 double signs 
directing traffic to 
parking lots had been 
ordered. 

Respondents to the 
survey were opposed to 
eliminating two-hour 
and 20-minute time 
limits, to increasing 20- 
minute parking zones, 
to decreasing 20-minute 


parking zones, to in¬ 
creasing handicap park¬ 
ing spots, to changing 
angled parking to paral¬ 
lel parking, to installing 
parking meters. 

One hundred percent 
of those who responded 
were opposed to chang¬ 
ing Kersting Courts into 
a no-parking mall. 

They were in favor of 
eliminating two-hour 
and 20-minute time 
limits to rear lots to 
encourage off-street 
parking and they wanted 
to encourage off-street 
parking for all mer¬ 
chants or office workers 
in the downtown area. 

The City Council and 
the Chamber will meet 
in a joint study session 


to discuss findings and 
perhaps come up with 
other suggestions. 

Police Chief Joe 
Surgent said he believes 
that this survey suggests 
that "a feasible solution 
can be developed that 
meets the needs of the 
overwhelming majority 
of respondents. Our 
primary objective ap¬ 
pears to be to encourage 
merchants and shoppers 
alike to make better use 
of off-street parking. 
There are several ancil¬ 
lary issues relating to 
parking enforcement 
and time limits which 
can also be addressed to 
the satisfaction of a 
significant number of 
respondents." 


The Sierra Madre Chamber of Commerce 
has shifted into high gear with its planning for the 
downtown Sierra Madre holiday season decora¬ 
tions and activities. As in previous years, the 
centerpiece will be Kersting Court. 

This year’s exciting theme will be "Sights of 
the Season" and will consist of festive symbols of 
the holiday season including Santa.

insurance plan and establishes health services 
system, creating an advisory policy board and 
consumer council with an elected health commis¬ 
sioner. Adams explained that this is the "same 
kind that Canada now has." He also said there 
may be a savings to state or local governments 
initially. 

By now, everyone should be aware of No. 
187, an initiative statute which deals only with 
providing services to illegal aliens such as health 
and education, not about deportation, according to 
Adams. It would make illegal aliens ineligible for 
public social services, health services, and public 
school education. Annual savings would be rough¬ 
ly $200 million to state and local governments. 
Administrative costs would rise to tens of millions 


of dollars. The statute would also require state and 
local agencies to report persons who are suspected 
of being illegal aliens and makes it a felony to 
manufacture, distribute, sell or use false citizen¬ 
ship or residence dixiuments. 

Number 188 is the (literally) smoking 
initiative statute, written allegedly by tobacco 
companies, that repeals and preempts local smok¬ 
ing and tobacco regulations. It repeals and replac¬ 
es existing statewide smoking and tobacco regula¬ 
tions, banning public smoking with significant 
exceptions, regulating location of tobacco vending 
machines and billboards. 

Adams is careful not to suggest to his 
audience how to vote on these measures. ^

Dear Dr. Tami, 


I bathe my cat weekly and 1 still have fleas on her, 
sometimes within several hours after I bathe her. 
Helpl What else can 1 do? 

The key to controlling flea infestation is not just 
treating your cat, although that is part of the 
program. Fleas are free-living mobile insects that only 
hitchhike on pets when they need a blood meal. The 
adult fl^as on a pet at any given time are only a 
fraction of the number of fleas in the immediate 
environment. Fleas prefer to hide in areas like grass 
and-carpet; however, they can also thrive in sand 
and dirt. Because a flea can go from hatchling to egg- 
laying adult in as short as three weeks and reproduce 
at a phenomenal rate, repeated flea control measures 
are required to suppress the flea population. Fleas 
can be picked up each time an indoor pet goes 
outdoors, even briefly. Spraying the house and yard 
monthly and weekly bathing and spraying your cat is 
the best way to keep fleas under control.
